Ella Fitzgerald, her eyes 
still red from crying, sang it 
for 
everyone 
at 
Duke 
Ellington’s funeral. “ In my 
solitude, you haunt me..." 
The 
musician 
and 
composer died Friday of 
cancer, 
and 
his 
funeral 
reflected the love he offered 
the world in his music. 
The estimated 10,000 fans 
and friends jamming the 
Episcopalian 
Cathedral 
Church of St. John the 
Divine 
on 
Manhattan’s 
Upper 
West 
Side 
and 
overflowing into the street 
were 
a 
cross-section 
of 
society —rich and 
poor, 
dressed 
elegantly 
or 
in 
jeans. 
They came to pay homage 
to a man who gave the world 
50 
years 
of 
musical 
splendor, and who six years 
ago offered his own musical 
prayers in the huge gothic 
cathedral 
in 
a 
“ sacred 
song” concert. 
As crowds gathered at the 
cathedral 
Tuesday, 
the 
Duke was making his last 
trip, in a funeral cortege up 
Broadway and across 125th 
Street — Harlem’s main 
stem —where more than 40 
years ago he hit the big time 
at the Cotton Club. 
The Duke’s haunting and 
sophisticated 
tunes 
dominated the funeral. 
Besides Miss Fitzgerald, 
jazz stars paying tribute to 
the 
Duke 
were 
Joe 
Williams, 
Earl 
“ Fatha” 
Hines, 
Billy 
Taylor, 
Jo 
Jones, Lyle Atkinson and 
Mary Lou Williams. 
The 
service 
was 
a 
combination 
of 
high 
Episcopalian lessons and 
prayers 
and 
musical 
tributes. 
The Duke’s long 
time 
friend 
and 
biographer, 
Stanley Dance, eulogized 
Duke Ellington as “ a citizen 
of the world. ” 
“ Duke, you made good 
musicians sound great and 
great musicians sound even 
greater,” 
Dance 
said. 
“ Some call you a genius but 
it was really a gift extended 
from God.” 
At the end, his voice 
breaking, he said: 
“ The 
Duke had a lasting faith in 
this country. His memories 
will live in the years to 
come. 
He 
served 
this 


country well, and he will go 
on serving it in the years to 
come.”

It could only happen to Rod 
Carew. 
What other player could be hitting 
.399 in the American League on 
Memorial Day—and still be second 
in the batting race? 
Normally, 399 on Memorial Day 
is good enough to lead the American 
League by 40 points or so. 
But it’s happening again to Rod 
Carew, who’s made a career of 
being overshadowed and may be the 
most underrated player in baseball. 
Carew has several strikes against 
him when it comes to getting 
recognition. He’s on a losing team 
that doesn’t draw well and he plays 
in Minnesota —far from the media 
centers. Last year, he led the 
majors with a .350 average and 
everybody yawned. Pete Rose hit 
.338 to lead the National League and 
won the MVP award. 
That’s why it’s not surprising that 
when Carew’s average dropped to 
.399 Monday, he fell to second 
behind Reggie Jackson, who’s now 
at the .404 mark. Jackson collected 
three singles in Oakland’s 12-2 rout 
of Detroit Monday night after Carew 
went 0-for-4 in Minnesota’s 3-2 loss 
to Boston as his average dipped 
under .400. 
Jackson is on the threshold of one 
of the great seasons in American 
League history—akin to Mickey 
Mantle’s triple crown season in 1956 
and Carl Yastrzemski’s triple crown 
year of 1967. 
Jackson is noted as a power hitter 
but this year he’s also taking a shot 
at the batting title. He leads the 
league in homers with 13 and he 
trails only Jeff Burroughs in RBIs, 
48-39. 
Jackson won his first MVP award 
last year and could be a shoo-in for a 
second straight if he keeps going at 
this pace. He’s doing all this even 
though he was hobbled by a pulled 
leg muscle earlier this month. 
Oakland pounded out 13 hits to 


batter Detroit and hand Vida Blue, 
who went seven innings, the victory 
Joe Coleman took the loss.

Proposition 9, yes! 


Californians on June 4 will have the 
opportunity to approve or deny the 
institution of the toughest political reform 
act ever presented to them by either the 
legislature 
or 
through 
the 
initiative 
process. That act is encompassed in 
Proposition 9 on the ballot. 


The Proposition has been formulated by 
several 
citizens’ 
groups, 
including 
Common Cause, the People’s Lobby, and 
Ralph Nader’s Citizen Action Group, and 
deals specifically with campaign financing 
and its regulation, financial disclosure, 
lobbyists, conflicts of interest, ballot 
preparation and incumbency. In addition, 
the proposition would establish a Political 
Fair Practices Commission charged with 
the 
non-partisan 
regulation 
of 
the 
proposition itself. 


Without doubt, Proposition 9 promises to 
be the most vilified and most heralded 
initiative on the ballot, and perhaps the 
fact that it finally reached the voter

through the initiative process rather than 
through the legislative process 
is a 
commentary on the need for just such a 
measure. 
Political reform is a much-bandied 
about term, especially in election years, 
and especially in this Watergate-tainted 
political season. But when those who are 
elected, or re-elected, go to Sacramento, 
nothing much happens and the pragmatics 
of campaign rhetoric are replaced by the 
expediency of political power, leaving the 
electorate with a mouthful of ashes. Thus 
the 
initiative 
process, 
and 
thus, 
Proposition 9. 
We have all had our fill of political 
corruption during the past year and a half, 
and Proposition 9 would go far toward 
making it ever so much more difficult for 
that type of practice to take place in 
California, much less be a governing force. 
The Lompoc Record urges its readers to 
cast a decided YES vote for Proposition 9 
on June 4.

The strides Henry Kissinger has 
apparently made in bringing Syria 
and Israel to the bargaining table 
suggest the persuasiveness of the 
man, and also the exhaustion — 
emotional and military — of the 
situation It has been remarked that 
military encounters do in fact give 
change; so might it be said that the 
school children who died in last 
week's holocaust may have induced 
a sense of disgust and, in turn, a 
slight motion, by both parties, in the 
direction of Mr. Kissinger’s cease­ 
fire line. 
But 
there 
are 
very 
great 
dif­ 
ficulties ahead. It is 
significant 
that 
President Sadat of 
Egypt declined to 
criticize terrorists. 
Significant not be­ 
cause this suggests 
that Sadat is at this 
moment 
of 
high 
hope 
encouraging 
terrorist 
activity, 
but because, clearly 
he 
finds 
it 
im­ 
prudent to criticize 
the Palestinians. 
Their problem will 
cease-fire; and may well survive the 
incumbency of Henry Kissinger, 
even 
if 
the 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans join in a constitutional 
amendment 
appointing 
him 
Secretary of State for life. 
Dr. Fayez Sayegh, who is the 
principal consultant to the Kuwait 
government in the United Nations, 
is a scholar of considerable renown, 
a man of gentle personal habit who 
is 
however 
unyielding 
in 
his 
insistence on the point that nothing 
can be done of any permanence in 
the Middle East without taking into 
account 
the 
settlement of 
the 
Palestinian problem. This everyone 
knows more or less abstractly. Dr. 
Sayegh and others know it, or think 
they know it, most concretely. And 
the notion that the cease fire having 
been arranged in the Golan Heights, 
and in the Sinai, peace is finally at 
hand, 
proves of course to be 
premature. 
This is, as I say, widely known in 
the abstract. Year after year United 
Nations 
has 
voted 
resolutions 
demanding a settlement of the 
Palestinian refugees. But, says Dr. 
Sayegh. “ the Palestinians cannot 
live by United Nations resolutions 
alone." Here Dr. Sayegh gets most 
ngoious, 
and at the expense of 
what we call Israel. “ Israel is, 
because

is 
not:

Palestine is not, only because Israel 
is. The being of Israel is therefore 
an act of elimination: it is the non 
being of Palestine ” Dr. Sayegh, 
though trained in existentialism, 
speaks metaphysically. 
And — Dr. Sayegh goes on — the 
Arab states can negotiate as much 
as they like respecting their own 
frontiers, but not at all respecting 
the rights of Palestinians, which are 
not theirs to trade off. “ The Arab 
states have not been empowered by 
the Palestinian people and therefore 
they lack the competence and right 
to decide in its absence or on its 
behalf matters affecting its country 
and its state.” 
This is a point of some merit, both 
historically and politically. But it is 
the worst point to stress at a 
moment 
when progress 
is 
apparently being made. It is only 
necessary for the Israelis to become 
totally convinced nothing short of a 
whole restoration of Palestinian 
“ rights” — defined here as the 
return to Palestinians of 95 per cent 
of the land on which Israel is now 
situated — in order to become 
convinced that to bargain at all is to 
participate in an elaborate ritual of 
national suicide. 
Dr. 
Sayegh’s dream 
of 
a 
pluralistic 
state in 
which 
the 
Israelis and the Arabs exercise 
power on a democratist one-man 
one-vote basis does little credit to 
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New DMV program 


Dr. Sayegh s appreciation of life as 
it is. The notion of a new state of 
Israbia where now Israel is cannot 
reasonably be proposed. It may have 
been wrong in 1947 for the countries 
of the world to sanction the partition 
of Palestine, but sanction it they 
did. It may be true that that 
sanction was contingent upon the 
full protection of Palestinian rights 
and that 
those rights were not 
thereafter protected: but the state 
of Israel was formed, it was — 
however 
im perfectly 
— 
the 
consummation of a vision, and it 
came at the end of a decade of 
heartbreak and genocide. 
“ Wishful thinking aside,” says 
Dr. Sayegh, “ between the rights of 
the people and the claims of Israel 
there can be no compromise. They 
are mutually exclusive. The search 
for a compromise has proved to be a 
futile pastime.” 
One can hope only that he is 
wrong, that it is not futile, and that 
such terms as “ mutual exclusivity” 
will 
prove 
inappropriate. 
The 
Palestinians, in behalf of whom a 
great effort should be made, have 
lost a war. And they cannot resume 
effective fighting without the active 
aid ol the Arabs. It is the effort to 
bring the Arabs to the conference 
table at which the survival of Israel 
is axiomatic that we struggle for 
now, and Mr. Kissinger appears to 
have made headway. 


The state s Department of Motor 
Vehicles (DMV) is coming up with a 
revolutionary new testing program 
in a move to weed out or help the 
accident-causing motorist. 
Preliminary and 
very 
te n ta tive 
details on the plans 
were handed this 
reporter last week 
by George Hadley, 
Lompoc manager of 
DMV. 


It’s called “ multi-treatment” or 
“ selective testing concept.” Work 
on 
the proposals was begun in 
September of last year under a 
mandate spelled out in legislation 
that became law a month earlier. 
“ The objective of the Selective 
Testing Pilot Program,” literature 
provided by Hadley notes, “ is to 
determine if the attitudes or driving 
habits of a problem driver can be 
altered through different methods of 
treatment.” 
“ Briefly,” the DMV continued, 
“ the 
Selective 
Testing 
Pilot 
Program 
will test 
10 different 
treatments for drivers in various 
categories 
according 
to 
their 
driving record. Drivers with multi­ 
violations and - or accidents will 
receive in -depth licensing tests, 
including a 50-question written test, 
and diagnostic drive test with driver 
counseling, 
or 
an 
audio-visual 
(educational) presentation.” It is 
contemplated the testing in this 
category will take about an hour to 
complete. 
The DMV is studying proposals 
for expanded written tests for new 


drivers, plus skill tests “ as well as 
high density traffic drive tests.” 
Reaction time tests are planned for 
drivers with physical and mental 
deficiencies. 
Good drivers or those labeled as 
such come off good “ A self-test 
booklet will be mailed to those in 
that category all along with the 
renewal notice. The completed test 
from this booklet will constitute the 
written 
test for this group 
if 
presented with the renewal notice.” 
Approximately 10 field offices will 
be selected for the in-depth testing 
portion of the pilot program for 
renewal applicants. 
Target date for beginning the pilot 
program is Dec 
1 of this year. 
Hadley has no idea whether Lompoc 
would be selected for the program 
or not.
